1 is good to know that the Air Pilots’ 

Association has decided to take up 
the question of their kidnapped El 
cclieagues with the firmness that might 
be expected from an: organization of 
men employed in ‘a dangerous, respon- 
sible and .highly sensitive profession. 
After waiting until three weeks had 
passed, apparently to see whether dip- 
jomatic moves would produce the need- 
ed results, they have spoken out plainly 
and courageously, 

In -2 world split into hostile blocs, 
international law has become a mean- 
ingless abstraction that can be frus- 
trated by any of the major powers. 
In place of the progress towards world 
government that once seemed to beckon, 
we are.left now with 2 substitute that 
may prove more effective: the growing 
awareness of common interests of peo- 
ples on the non-governmental level. The 
representatives of the pilots spoke out 
jn London last night with justified con- 
tempt against the Algerian attempts to 


. delay, deceive and intimidate by threat- 


ening that “any expressions of dis 
satisfaction” on their part would only 
make things more difficult. This is the 
kind of hlackmail to which one must 
not listen, or every battle will be lost 
before it is begun. - 

The Pilots’ Association has given the 
Algerian Government another three 
days in which to consider the situation, 
and after that they will advise all their 
members to refuse to fly to a country 
that -offers pilots no security in their 
profession. It is not clear whether the 
French section of the Association will 
join in the action — and it fs Air 
France, which is also closely associated 
with the Algerian air lines, whi 
operates most of the air traffic to Al- 
geria. Apart from a natural desire to 
help members of their profession. what 
is involved here is a matter of the 
healthiest possible self-interest. Too 
many feuds are rampant in the world 
for either the airlines or the pilots 
to be able to disregard this warning. If 
the crime against the El Al plane is 
allowed to stand, and its civilian crew 
and passengers are made to suffer, then 
there will be a dangerous crack in the 
burgeoning air transport system. But 
if the pilots can make their decision 
stick. ‘Algeria stands to endanger’ its 
prestige as well as its communications 
and its tourist trade. If the ground 
staffs also take up the pilots’ request, 
and refuse services to Algerian planes, 
the Algerians would be forced to take 
action quickly before their position be- 
cames grotesque. 

It is ἃ pertinent reflection that neither 
the pilots of the Soviet bloc nor of any 
of the Arab states except the Lebanon 
are members of the international asso- 
ciation. Ι is not far from this 
fact to a situation in which it is today 
possible for El Al to use its commer- 
cial and personal contacts effectively in 
support of its plane, while diplomacy 
fails and the U.N. Secretary-General 
can see no reason why he should not 
pay an official visit to Algiers that is 
in no way connected with the kidnapped 
plane. There are no doubt some’ people 
of good will at the U.N., and we our- 
selves have important friends there. 
But a world organization that_ seeks 
tu concern itself only with Israel's 


bombing of terrorist bases, and not 
with the actions of the terrorists them- 
selves, whether on our borders or in 
the sky, cannot expect much regard or 
cooperation from Israelis.

TEL AVIV. — The Syrian pilots of the two Mig-17 jets which landed at the 
Western Galitee airstrip at Eezet on Monday morning, ‘told their interrogators 
that they had mistaken it for an airfield near Latakia, northern Syria. This was 
reported yesterday by the army spokesman, in the. first explanation. made by 
the Israel authorities regarding the circumstances surrounding the affair. 


The spokesman said the two Syrian pl. 
Jots claimed that their mistake was 
caused by a navigational error. 

He stated that “all necessary measures 
were taken from the moment the Israel 
Alr Force was aware of the proximity 
of the Migs.” ἃ 

The two Migs were trausferred to an 
Israel military air base early yesterday. 
The two jets, standing in a stubble field, 
were firat put onto the landing strip by 
several hundred soldiera and residents 
wha eagerly lent a hand. Then the planes 
were hoisted by a mobile crane onto two 
giant trailers. 


Dozens of policemen were deployed to 
close roads along which the convoy passed, 
in order to prevent any danger of colli- 
sion, Electric Corporation workers pre- 
ceded the convoy to make sure that the 
Planes would not touch any low power 
lines. The convoy started out at midnight 
and arrived at the base early in the 
morning. 3 


Meanwhile, according to a Shlomi vil- 
lager, Yossi, who claims to be the first 
to have come to the scene, the two pilots 
seemed calm when they alighted from 
the cockpits and took off their flying hel- 
mets. Noticing the villager, they asked 
him in Arabic whether they were in Le- 
banon. Upon hearing from Yossi that it 
was Israel, they turned pale. 


Another source said that the naviga- 
staffs also take up the pilots’ request, 
left Damascus at 830 a.m. Syrian sum- 
however, they were unable to land for 
they arrived above their home base, 
mer time, according to statements, 
that is, 7.80 Israel time.

In the meantime, 
the Army and the police in the area were 
alerted and arrived in time to whisk the 
pilots away from the crowd beginning to 
collect around the Migs.

President Johnson wishes to make 
concrete advances in Israel’s water desa- 
lination programme and to achieve pro- 
gress during the period of his Presidency, 
Mr. George Woods, head of a five-man de- 
legation from the U.S., told Prime Min- 
ister Levi Eshkol in Jerusalem yesterday. 

Mr. Woods was formerly President of 
the World. Bank. This is his first visit 
to Israel. 

Mr. Woods yesterday also called on 
Finance Minister Ze'ev Sharef. 

The conversation lasted 1% hours, in 
the presence of the American Ambassador, 
Mr. Walworth Barbour. Present on the Is- 
raeli side were Dr. Yaacov Herzog, Di- 
rector-General of the Prime Minister's 
Offce, and Aluf Ephraim Ben-Artzi, who 
heads the Israel desalination project, 

The delegation is studying Israel's water 
needs and examining the various plans 
under consideration, including their finan- 


cial aspect. The obstacle so far has been - 


that the atomic desalination proposal is 
too expensive, unless Money can be avail- 
able on soft-loan terms. 

The last exchange of views took place 
in December 1966, when President John- 
son's representative was Mr. Ellsworth 
Bunker. Israeli representatives explained 
to the Woods mission changes in the coun- 
try's water needs sioce then, including 
added requirements for Israel's new agri- 
cultural export prospects. One of the points 
considered is how big a desalting project 
should be undertaken.

It would involve Air France, 
which with 10 flights a day handles about 
half the air traffic to Algeria; Swissair, 
with one flight a day; and Alitalia, with 
two flights a day. The ΤῈ ΧΑ. ΤΑ. said 
that if the boycott was not successful, in 
obtaining the release of the El Al crew, 

. it would seek “worldwide refusal” of its 
members to carry Algerian nationals on 
the flights of any airline. 3 

Xt also was announced that the ground 
staff of the International Transport Work- 
ers Federation will refuse to service 
planes of Air Algérie, the Algerian airline, 
at other airports. 

“This action means that Algeria’s main 
air link with Europe will be cut off at mid- 
night” (last night), Capt. Charles Jack- 
Son, executive secretary of the LF.A.L.P.A., 
told a press conference in London. "This 
ia not just a retaliatory measure. We are 
trying to establish a principle in civil avia- 
tion. These hij are a menace to 
the public at large and if allowed to con- 
tinue could mean the death of some civil 
aviators.”

Attempt to 
assassinate 


Greek P.M. 


ATHENS. —.Greek Prime Minister 
George Papadopoulos narrowly escaped 
assassination yesterday when a bomb, 
said to have been placed by a former 
Greek commando officer, exploded near. 
his car. Mr. Papadopoulos, strongman 
of the army-backed Greek Government, 


was unhurt, 

An official spokesman said a bomb ex- 
ploded as the Prime Minister was return- 
ing from ἃ seaside villa about 32 kms. 
south of Athens, on a rocky coastal road. 
The electrically-triggered bomb exploded 
just after Mr. Papadopoulos' car had 
passed. The spokesman said that the 49- 
year-old Prime Minister got out of the 
car to see what had happened, He later in 
the day conducted a cabinet meeting in 
Athens. :

Minister in charge of in- 
formation, welcomed the I.F.A.L.P.A. de~ 
cision to boycott flights to Algeria. Speak- 
ing on the Kol Yisrael Radio Newsreel 
Jast night, Mr. Galili described the deci- 
sion as one “of great moral and practical 
importance.” 

He said that the fact that LF.A.L.P.A. 
an independent body, with no political 
ties, had chosen to take-this atand and 
mot to let the incident create a precedent 
of hooliganism, was of supreme moral 
weight in our cause.

Mr, Sherman said he estimated that 12 
airlines fly to Algeria. Ie Air France co- 
operates with the ban, alr traffic with 
Algeria would be cut by half. 


Mr. Sherman pointed out that this was 
the first time that LF.A.L.P.A. had ever 
imposed a boycott on any country. He said 
that Algeria had been persuaded by a 
similar boycott threat to release the crew 
of ex-Congo Premier Moise ‘Tshombe's 
plane last year 


Capt. Jackson cxplained that in thelr 
conununications they were talking of the 
crew only and not of the other passcngers 
in the aircrafr because they thought it 
wiser to separate the issue. The crew 
Were members of the Federation, he satd, 
and it was the first duty of the Federation 
to deal with the captive crew. He said the 
Federation would deal with the aireraft 
and the whole ineldent in due course, and 
they hoped that the plane and passengers 
would be released together with tbe crew.

PARIS. — The French Pilots Union yes 
terday reserved the right to refuse to 
associate itself with the boycott of Al- 
gerian airports announced by the Inter- 
nathonal Federation of Airline Pilots As- 
sociations. The union said it had been 
given advance notice of the boycott deci- 
slon. 

The union said it would communicate 
its decision on whether to adhere to the 
LF.A.L.P.A. ban ina pressconference around 
noon today. Whether or not the hoycott 
will have an effect largely depends upon 
the attitude of the French pilots, who fly 
95 per cent of the international flights 
into Algeria. 

The five percent of international air 
traffic into Algeria not flown by French 
pUots includes regular flights hy <AJitalia, 
Swissair, Iherla, Tunts-Air, Royal Moroc- 
can Airlines, Aerofiot, Czechoslovak and 
East German airlines. Neither the Arab 
nor the Comniunist airlines are members 
of LF.A.LL.P.A. and will almost certainly 
disregard the boycott. 

French pilots flying for Arab airlines 
who are members of the French union 
are expected to be given the option of 
whether to abide by the ban or nor 

Kol Yisrael last night reported that 
Capt. Jan Bartelski, 1.F.A.L.P.A. president, 
was flying to Paris to appear at the 
Freneh pilots meeting.

Mr. Roshebin αἰ not 
openly reject the British idea. but sald 
the subject was fully covered in the 1925 
Geneva Protocol prohthiting chemical and 
bacteriologica! weapons. and while ‘here 
was the need (o ensure {ts observance by 
all nations toduy, there was no need of 
replacing or revising it. 

The Soviet delegate blamed the U.S. — 
as well as Japan and Braxii — for hav- 
ing “ignored an appeu) by the General 
Assembly to all atates stl outside the 
Geneva protocol to join it, The U.S. has 
pigmed. but never ratified it. 

“Moreover, the fact is that the U.S. 
has used chemical weapons in its aggres- 
sive war in Vietnam,” Mr. Reshchiu said. 
“Thus the U.S. as violated the universal- 
ly recognized standards of international 
Jaw.”

Ulbricht keeps his people quarantined

BERLIN, (Οἴπεν. — 


URuIBE Prague, there are no gucues 
at news stalls in East Berlin. The 
only news that Party members had of the 
resolution of the Czech erisis Jast week 
was by dutifully reading the Central Com- 
mittee’s communique on the Bratislava 
meeting in the Communist daily, “Neues 
Deutschland: 

“The Central Committee concurs with 
the declaration... and expresses its deep 
satisfaction with the results of the con- 
sultation which it evaluates very posi- 
tively.” 

Most Eust Berliners riding to work in 
the underground skimmed the first few 
lines and turned to the sports page. “Our 
people are mainly interested Jn sport right 
now." observed one party official. He was 
not entirely wrong. Both party members 
and non-affiliated East Germans continue 
te inform themselves on Czechoslovakia 
from hoth sides —~ via West German and 
Esst German radio and television. But 
what happens in Prague seems to them 
far rensaved from the reality of East 
Germany. 


‘No Dubceks here’ 


“There are no Dubveks here,” said a 
student from Leipsig in the restaurant of 
Friedrichstrasse railway station. There is 
opposition to the party, bur it hag no 
hase af power fremt which to werk for 
reform.

Added to this is 
their awareness that abyone attempting 
reform tn hig arca will immediately be at- 
tacked by the Party as a West German- 
inspired provocateur. 

“We are twa German states, but still a

explained the Letpzig student. “Hardly 
anyoue I Know thinks West Germany is 
a model for anything we want.

Endemic mistrust is also the reason for 
the inabiJity of potential Party reformers 
to confide in their Jike-minded comrades.

— Thou- 
sands of tons of oil were yesterday re- 
ported to be well on the way through a 
new pipeline from here to ebd Zambia's 
two-year-old ofl shortage. The oi] ts be- 
ing Dumped through the 1,700 km. Ta- 
zama pipeline from this Tanzanian port 
to the copperbelt termine] at Ndola. 
Informed sources said that about 30,000 


tons of oll-had gone down the pipe since 


pumping began three weeks ago --- con- 
signments of ges oll, regular petrol, pre- 
miom petrol] and then more gas oil. 

If the operation continues smoothly, . the 
flow could reach Ndoln by August 25, 
in time for the ceremonial opening of the 
pipeline by Presidents Kenneth Kaunda 
of Zambia and Juliug Nyerere of Tanza- 
nia, the sources said. 

Its arrival will end 32 months of con- 
tinuous off crisis in landlocked Zambia, 
which had been dependent on supplies 
from the south until!

The fresh oil supplies brought by the 
pipeline, which flowed ever the border 
into Zambia yesterday, have sufficient 
welght of additional oil belng pumped in 
behind them to take the consignment 
over “the hump” — ἃ 6,000-foot (more 
than 1,800 metres) climb through Tan- 
zania's southern highlands — and past 
the final pumping station into Zambia.

Having now changed his assessment of 
the Soviet Supreme Commander, Kuzne- 


tsov, in a second installment of his me- — 


moirs, says Stalin achieved virtually the 
impossible in the defence of Moscow. 
Relating details on how Stalin worked 
day and night organizing the defence of the 
capital in the critical days of mid-Octo- 
ber, 1941, when it was threatened by 
advancing German units, Kuznetsov wrote: 
"The iron wili of Stalin did what ap- 
peared to be imposalble when, with our 
last forces (he) was repelling the ‘as- 
sault of the German hordes against Mos- 


cow and, at the same time was compelled - 


to organize reserveg for a counter-offen- 
sive. 
Critical position 

How critical Moscow's position then was 
could be seen from the events described 
by Kuznetsov: ᾿ 

— Beginning October 10 part of the 
Goverament organizations were evacuated 
to Kulbyshev on the Volga and other 
poluts east. 

— Oct. 15 the diplomatic corps, the 
forelgn press and some of the Soviet lead- 
ers Were moved to Kutbyeshev, though 
Stalin remained ix Moscow. 

— Alt important plants and: installa-~ 
tions in the Capital were mined and ready 
to be blown up if the Germans entered 
the clty. ᾿ 
— Oct, 19 α state of siege was declared 
and preparations were made to defend 
the city street by street. 

But on October 20 it was. announced 
thet Stalin was still in control of Mos- 
cow, and the orders to blow up the city 
were rescinded. 

“Thig considerably calmed the popula- 
tion," Kuznetsov wrote, “as did the pa-

Mr. Touviahu reported that during the 
year 1967/68 the institution had 593 stu- 
dents in the outgoing academic year, in 
addition to 100 students from abroad on 
specta] courses. The academic staff num- 
bered 166, full and part time. For the 
coming year, 952 students have registered 
and the academic staff will be increased 
to 208. By 1970, the number of students 
is expected to reach 2,000, The ordinary 
budget for the year 1968/69 is IL2.6m. 
and the development budget is 11,930,000. 
The sum of Thl.5m.‘is to be invested in 
the denartment of textile engineering.

Galili,, introducing television 
bill, says programmes to start 
when it becomes law

“Regular television broadcasts wil! start 
as soon aS the Broadcasting Authority 
Law Is passed," Information Minister Is- 
rael Galili told the Knesset yesterday in 
introducing the first reading of an amend- 
ment to the law which will make the 
Authority responsible for general tele- 
vision. é 

In the debate the Government was cri- 
ticised for the delay in starting the TV 
service, while the religious parties said 
that they felt that the introduction of 
TV would do great harm to the country. 

Some speakers argued in a losing battle 
that television should remain independent 
of the radio. particularly the news ser- 
vices, and not come Under the control of 
the Authority, ᾿ 

The Broadcasting Authority running 
both TV and radlo will mean operational 
savings and mutual enrichment of both 
the radio and the TV services, Mr. Galilj 
said. “Television, like the radio, will have 
an educational mission —- it will aim to 
help to develop social awareness, human 
freedom, knowledge, cultural eatertain- 
ment and identification with the State's 
goals." 

Although there wilt be one general ma- 
nager for both radio and TV, it still haa 
to be decided which departments will be 
united and which wil] be separate. The 
news department of TV and radio may 
be separate, but coordinated, or they may 
have a united news department. 

The Minister stated that the develop- 
ment of television obliges the Government 
to improve the radio services. “The radio's 
task 15 not finished with the advent of 
TV. The radio must ensure thet the voice 
of Israel is heard in every Jewish settie- 
ment throughout the world, ay well as in 
our area.” 

While not wishing to go into detail 
ubout instructional television, the Minister 
said that with the building of separate 
studios for general TV, the schools’ service 
wil] not be affected. Israel] Television, like 
ail television stations of the world, cannot 
manage without showing cinematic films. 
But he promised that the Government 
would examine and help satisfy the cinema 
owners’ monetary seeds resulting from 
josseg caused by TV competion, 


The Minister also said he did not want 
at this time to go into the matter of the 
costs of television. However, he did say 


that one hour's broadcast per day of a. 


live news programme could cost as much 
as IL10m. per year. 

Mr. Yitzhak Navon (Labour) praised the 
bill, though he doubted if the law as such 
need reguiate the use of cinematic films 
on TV. This should be a matter for com- 
mercial ‘negotiatious. He complained that 
a lack of trained personnel was holding up 
the Arabic TV broadcasts. A mixed collec- 
tlon of people from ail over the world 
working on the Hebrew service does not 
constitute a team aud probably only slows 
up the development of a good team. 

Mr. Menahem Forush (Agudat Yisrael) 
complained that TV had been introduced 
in an underhand way, and that large sums 


of money had been spent on this project — 


without the Enesset’s approval. He said 
that his party watches the introduction of 
TV with anxiety, and concluded that the 
people of Israel are the people of the book 
and not of TV, 

Mr. Yitzhak Raphael] (National Religious 
Party) also warned against the harmful 
aspects of TV, but it was left to Mr. Av- 
raham Werdiger (Poale Aguda) to paint 
a horrific picture of the fate awaiting the 
people of Israel with the advent of TV. 
The entire nation will be depraved, 
giving up reading and spending all their 
time watching Wild West and sexy movies. 
He also feared the effect that TV will have 
at the next elections when the criteria for 
electing a Knesset member wilt be his 
degree of photogenity.

| parisons between themselves and the young 
People who lived through past wars. 

Most comparisons are quite valid. “Back 
in 1948," writes one English teacher, “I 
often found myself entering an empty 
classroom. ‘Teacher,’ the pupils would 
tell me, ‘now is the time to learn face 
to face combat — English can come Ister." 
I never imagined that I would again be 
confronted with exactly the same situa- 

lon." 

High School Diploma 1967 is a de- 
lightfully unprofessional book, and will 
undoubtedly. remind many of their high 
school year books. This unique year book 
contains many photographs and illustra- 
tons.

But he says it ts too early to 
release figures on the trend. 

While the size of familics is partly a 
matter of fashion, it is also a matter of 
economics. Mrs. Harman's Demographic 
Centre has committees mulllug over the 
problems of housing and of working 
mothers — which she considers the two 
most serious barriery to larger families 
among the middle-class. She hopes it 
will not be Jong before the Demographic 
Centre presents the government with 
some concrete. proposals to ald families, 
The idea of monetary grants for addi- 
tional children — such as France and 
Canada give — wil] probably nut be in- 
cluded in the proposals, Mrs. Harman 
says. The amounts are too small to he 
of much help, and countries which intro- 
duced such incentives found they brought 
only. a temporary spurt in the birth-rate. 

Easier mortgage terms, rental housing 
and more day nurseries will be among 
the practical suggestiong, she indicated. 
The question of Income tax reductions. 
for working mothers who must pay for 
household help is also being studied. 

Hand-in-hand with encouraging small 
families to expand, the Demographic 
Centre will try and help existing large 
families to ensure adequate care and cdu-. 
cation for their many childreo. To a con-. 
siderable extent, the very Jarge family 
ts a passing phenomenon. As the sonx 
and daughters of these large familics 
grow up and marry, they are not having 
so many children as their parents did.

TEL AVIV. — An armed robbery occur- 
red in broad daylight at a bank In Giva- 
tayim yesterday morning. At a quarter to 
nine, 15 minutes after opening time, two 
masked men, brandishing pistols, entered 
the Discount Bank branch in Rehoy Ram- 
ham. They ordered cveryone present not 
to make any movement. While a third man 
stood guard outside and a fourth waited in 
a nearby parked car, the first robber de- 
manded the key to the safe. Within a few 
minutes, the men had gathered piles of. 
notes totalling 1L50,000 and made a quick 
getaway, 

The Tel Aviv District Police spokesman 
yesterday stated that four suspects had 
been caught. They are to be brought to 
court tomorrow. 

Two shots were fired by the men imside 
the hank and more were aimed outside at 
the owner of a klosk- stand across the 
road who hurled bottles at the rabbers 
and their car in a vain attempt to ob- 
struct them Fortunately, no one was hit 
by the bullets as passing pedestrians and 
shoppers scurried for cover. The owner of 
a nearby hookstore telephoned the police. 
The bank itself has no alarm systeni. 

A patrol car arrived quickly, to he 
jvined soon after by senior officers of the 
Ramat Gan District Police who began 
jnvestigating, while other police units set 
up roadblocks at various exit points of the 
town. 

Mr. Ya’acoy Tzurani, 50, the bank man- 
ager, told this reporter that his staff 
are under strict instructions not to resist 
armed men in the event of attempted 
robbery. Neither the cashier nor any of 
the staff has weapons. Apparently the 
rubbers were aware that a large sum of 
money had been transferred to the bank 
that day for they were quick to seize the 
money in the large safe, before taking 
an additional parce! from the small aafe, 
but they left a stack of notes worth 
1L2,500 in the drawers of the cashier's 
table. 

Fourteen-year-old Adina Mintal, a Givat- 
aylm high school pupil, told me that she 
had just entered the bank to make a sav- 
ings deposit when the armed men strode 
in. One woman who tried to leave was 
pushed back inside the bank and all the 
clients were herded into a corner. 

Onlookers reported that the car used 
by the thieves was a large. white Chev- 
rolet, with regtstratlon number 224214. 

Slman-Tov Kimchi, 59, owner of the 
ndjacent kiosk, took shelter behind the 
klosk wall and threw beer and lemonade 
bottles ut the car. The two shots fired at 
hint were wide of the mark, 

Anxious residents asked the hank mia- 
nager whether thelr savings would be 
Jost. Though much jn need of some rest 
himself, Mr. Tzurani reassured a client 
who had earlier deposited a cheque for 
1L5,000 that his account would in no way 
be diminished, Meanwhile, a senior official 
of the Discount Bank arrived to asses the 
damage. - 

‘The bank re-opened for business in the 
afternoon after having being closed on 
police instructions during the morning.

Histadrut chiefs 
upset by companies 
going own way

TEL AVIV. — The independent business 
activities of two major Histadrut corpo- 
rations came under fire from senior La- 
bour Federation leaders at yesterday's 
seysion of Hevrat Ovdini's management 
board. The discussion focused on the dr- 
gument whether Histadrut managements 
have the right to make their own de- 
elglons or must always refer even indivi- 
dual transactions to Hevrat Ovdim. 

Hamashbir light industries was the 
first to run into criticism for deciding to 
sell, out a Josing Petah ‘Tikva metal 
works, Malhim, to a private firm. ‘Mal- 
him' lost TL2m, in recent years. The se- 
nior Histadrut leaders objected that the 
board of Hamashblr industries had not 
bothered to seek their final approval, and 
demanded that an urgent meeting be held 
with Koor Industries to find out whether 
they could take over the failing plant in- 
stead. 

In a second case, Koor came in for 
criticism for having decided to buy out 
Rassco’s IL5m. share in the Shimshon 
cement works in Belt Shemesh, It is not 
known whether the Hevrat Ovdim board 
will be asked to cancel the share = pur- 
chase. 

The Hevrat Ovdim board decided that 
nay Histadrut ecopomic executive retir- 
ing on pension may not continue in ἃ 
managerial capacity in the same com- 
pany, or one of its subsidiaries. It resolv- 
ed that special regulations be complied 
regarding the retirement of managers. 
This decision is the direct result of cri- 
ticism, particularly from Mrs, Golda Melr, 
when Labour Party Secretary-General, on 
the terms offered to the two retiring di- 
rectors of Bank Hapoalim.
